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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 9, 11 and 13-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,3, 5-6, 9, 
1 1 and 13-15 are allowed since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or 
fairly suggested by prior art. In claims 1 and 9, " wherein said second multiplexer further 
comprises: a selection terminal: an output terminal: a first mode terminal and a second mode 
terminal said first mode terminal further connects to the capacitor and the thin film transistor, 
and wherein the second mode terminal further connects to the output terminal of the first 
multiplexer " The closest prior art Nathan et al. (005/0007352 Al) teaches a multiplexer block 
includes a plurality of TFTs, and the multiplexer circuit block has an input terminal V-in, an 
output terminal V-out, control terminal A, B and C, and a terminal VI, however, singularly or in 
combination with other prior art, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
